VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope 


Paul VI and Orthodox Patriarch 
Athenagoras met today in the 
Pope's study for their longest 
private 
talk yet on ways to 


bring their two churches back 
together after 900 years apart. 


While the 70-year-old Pope 


and 81-year-old patriarch con- 
ferred 
In French without in- 


terpreters, their aides met sep- 
arately 
at the Vatican Sec- 


retariat for Christian Unity. 


The meeting of the Pope and 


patriarch was regarded as the 
most Important since they be- 
gan work to unite their church- 
es.

three years ago and in Turkey 
last July they spoke only brief- 
ly. Today's meeting was to last 
roost of the morning. 


In his speech at St. Peter's

Congress 
May Quit by 
Thanksgiving

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
With 


hopes high and fingers crossed, 
Congress is shooting for ad- 
journment of its 1967 session be- 
fore Thanksgiving Day. 


Its leaders believe that with a 


little luck and no unforeseen 
snags they can hit that target 
date after this week's sudden 
break In the legislative logjam 
that has dragged the session 
through almost 10 months. 


The big money bills, perennial 


sources of trouble, have started 
to move with a rush. Three 
more were sent to the President 
Thursday. 


But wary leaders, accustomed 


to have their best-laid plans 
wrecked, were cautious in their 
adjournment predictions. 


"Only fair," said House Dem- 


ocratic 
Leader 
Carl 
Albert, 


D-Okla., when asked what he 
thought of chances for adjourn- 
ment by Thanksgiving. 


"A good chance," said House 


GOP Leader Gerald R. Ford. 


Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 


Mike Mansfield said the Turkey 
Day get-away prospects were 
good, If there is to be no tax 
hike bill. 


Chairman Wilbur D. Mills, 


D-Ark., of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, appeared to 
remove Mansfield's

agreeing chances for the late- 
November adjournment looked 
good to him. Tax legislation ori- 
ginates 
in Mills' committee, 


which could hardly get a reve- 
nue measure ready for Initial 
House action before late No- 
vember.

tlmlstic than the others. He felt 
mid-December was a more real 
Istlc target date. 


The unofficial list of "must" 


bills for disposal this year has 
been narrowed. It now includes 
Social Security, foreign aid, an.

bills. The list may be pared 
down further as the fever to quit 
spreads, with only the money 
measures absolutely demanding

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent 
Gustavo Diaz Ordaz of 


Mexico addresses a joint session 
of Congress today in a highlight 
of a visit already marked by ex- 
traordinary expressions of good- 
will between his nation and the 
United States. 


From a 21-gun arrival salute 


on the White House South lawn 
to a presidential state dinner 
Thursday night, the red carpet 
was out for the first Mexican 
president to visit the United 
States in eight years. 


President Johnson, raising his 


glass 
In a champagne toast, 


said: "May the peace 
and 


friendship which unites our na- 
tions be a symbol to others of 
how 
nations should conduct 


themselves." 


The two presidents are cele- 


brating the final ceremonials of 
the Chamizal Treaty through 
which the two nations peaceful- 
ly settled a 105-year-old border 
dispute. 


Before Diaz Ordaz entertains 


President and Mrs. Johnson to- 
night at a dinner in the Mexican 
Embassy, the two heads of stato 
will witness formal signing of a 
treaty transferring the small 
strip of land known as El Cham- 
izal- the thicket- from Texas to 
the Mexican state of Chihuahua. 


El Chamizal was carved out 


of Mexico by a southward shift 
in the course of the Rio Grande 
River In 1852. Its restoration to 
Mexico ends negotiations begun 
la 1963 by President John F. 
Kennedy and Mexican President 
Adolfo Lopez Mateos, 


Johnson and Diaz Ordaz are

government's chief postal sleuth 
says. 


Complaints about 
offensive 


mail have plunged 30 per cent, 
Chief 
Inspector 
Henry 
B, 


Montague said, since the Su* 
preme Court ruled 19 months 
ago 'hat lurid advertising may 
be weighed against the defend* 
ant in obscenity trials. 


And 20 legislative proposals to 


combat 
pornography 
have 


sounded a further alarm to the 
commercial peddlers of smut, 


"1 think some of these dealers 


have had second thoughts since 
the Ginzburg case," Montague 
said In an Interview. "TE 
said In an Interview. "They're 
awaiting further developments 
— but for now they've decided 
It might be wiser to keep their 
stuff out of the mail." 


From 1962 to 19(56, Montague 


said, 
complaints about offen- 


sive—If not legally obscene- 
mailings climbed from 52,000 to 
more than 197,000. 


The Supreme Court, upholding 


the obscenity-by-mail conviction 
of publisher 
Ralph Ginzburg, 


ruled in March 1966 that adver- 
tising designed to titillate may 
be 
considered 
in 
deciding 


whether the advertised material 
Itself Is obscene. 


In the following year, com- 


plaints to postmasters dropped 
nearly to 140,000. A California 
publisher of nudist magazines 
was convicted last February of 
sending 
obscene 
matter 
Into 


Iowa. And complaints during 
the first three months of the 
current fiscal year are around 
17,000—a 50 per cent drop from 
the corresponding period last 
year. 


But If the postman is deliver- 


ing less 
offensive 
material, 


someone apparently Is circulat- 
ing more. It's the opinion of 
Montague, a quiet, solemn nun 
who s e l d o m 
laughs, that 


"there's mo-e hard-core por- 
nography In circulation today 
even If it's not moving by mail. 
The ads are in girlie magazines 
instead of mailboxes. The mag- 
azines usually move by truck." 


Montague and other federal 


officials 
dfine hard-core por- 


nography as that depleting actu- 
al sexual relations or perver- 


core material is pictorial, since 
the courts have all but ellmlnat- 


findlngs for printed matter. 


Montague believes congres- 


sional pressure also has had a 
dampening 
effect on would-be 


mailers of sex-oriented advertis- 
ing. Congress is considering a 
number of bills that would pro- 
tect postal patrons from offen- 
sive mailings. 


And 
President Johnson has 


signed Into law a bill empower- 
ing him to create an 18-member 
commission to report by Janu- 
ary 1970 on a strategy against 
pornography. The commission 
won't be named for at least sev- 
eral weeks. 


The trend In commercialized 


mail order activity below the 
level of "hard-core" pornogra- 
phy, 
Montague said, is away 


from photos and film toward 
books, 
magazines and pam- 


phlets. 


Most of the mailings about 


which postal patrons complain 
are 
not 
legally 
obscene, 


Montague said. 
Many Involve 


ads for sex-aid devices, couched 
in pseudo-medical terms. Some 
are thinly veiled invitations to 
join 
"correspondence 
clubs," 


lending a lurid new meaning, in 
the postal inspection business, 
to the friendly old term "pen- 
pal." 


As for erotica and pornogra- 


phy entering the United States 
from outside, a Customs Bureau 
official said there has been no 
great change in the volume of 
material confiscated by Inspec- 
tors.

hear of such film companies as 
Premiere, Clarldge, Royal, Lo- 
pert, International Classics and 
Regional 
Film 
Distributors? 


Probably not. Yet such firms 
have released many important 
movies. 


These companies are subsidi- 


aries of the major film corpora- 
tions, and their purpose is tore- 
lease movies that are consid- 
ered too "special" for general 
distribution. In many cases that 
means too censo 
able. 


Sorn.j Industry observers fear 


that subsidiaries will be used to 
make a mockery of the self- 
[?ensorship code. The National 
Catholic Office for Motion Pic- 
tures has decried having such 
companies release films that 
cannot qualify for a code seal. 
But the practice seems well ac- 
cepted in the industry. 


The most notable case was 


Michaelangelo A n t o n i o n i's 
"Blowup." MGM had sponsored 
the 
film, 
then discovered 
It 


could not get a code seal, large- 
ly because of a nude romp of 
David 
Hemmlngs 
and 
two 


teen-agers. So MGM activated a 
subsidiary 
called 
Premiere 


Films to release the film. 


"We 
did 
so 
because we 


thought 
the 
code 
office was 


wrong in this case," explained 
Clark Ramsay, new studio boss 
at 
MGM. "Our contract with 


Antonioni gave us the right to 
make certain cuts as ordered by 
the code; but we didn't feel they 
were warranted." 


Ramsay added that there are 


no plans to use Premiere for fu- 
ture films. The release didn't 
hurt "Blowup," which has been 
a spectacular success at the box ^swer to the topless 
office.
